PRISONERS OF HUN 
GOVERNMENT AS 


FAILS AT BUDAPEST 


^Banishment Of Family To 


Isolated Spot May Result 
From Second Unsuccess- 
ful Attempt To Regain 
The Throne — Collapse 
Marks Victory For Repub- 
lican Masses Of Central 
Europe 


BERLIN, Oct. 25.—Former Emper- 


or Charles and his wife ex-Empress 
Zita, are prisoners in their own coun- 
try today following the ignominious 
collapse of the restorationist adven- 
ture in Hungary, and the allied pow- 
ers are now debating their future 
fate. 


Tans has endel the boldest royal- 


ist coup of modern times, after a cam- 
paign of less than 72 hours during 
•which all of central Europe trembled 
tinder the menace of a new war scare. 


The ex-imperial pair, who were cap- 


tured at Komorn by Regent Admiral 
Ho'rthy's Nationalist troops, are under 
heavy guard and their escape is im- 
possible, said dispatches from Buda- 
pest today.

UNITES TO CONTROL 


POLITICAL. PARTIES 


SYDNEY, X. S. YV., Oct.. 25—The 


I,abor Council of New South Wales— 
i!'.r 
)iio--t important labor body in 


Australia—has issued a manifesto to 
the workers of Australia urging the 
unions to form industrial groups that 
will be able to exercise decisive in- 
fluence over political parties claiming 
to represent the -working class. 


It is claimed that in place of the 


unions controlling the parliamentary 
wing whom they support with their 
contributions, the situation has be- 
come reversed, with the plirlianiont'ir- 
inn., in control. It is urged that such 
an unsatisfactory relationship should 
not continue. 


The Unions by not affiliating singly 


with the Australian Lafoor aPrty—the 
political body—lose their 
economic 


punch. The Labor Council of New 
South Wales submits that, if they are 
to have any effective voice and con- 
trolling power in parliamentary mat- 
ters, they must unite and take action 
as a united body. 


The lyibor Council proposes that all 


trade unions shall control labor poli- 
tics by forming an industrial group, 
all unions to affiliate with this grroup, 
and at a special conference of all un 
ions the delegates at such conference 
to decide upon a basis of affiliation 
of the trade unions to all politica' 
bodies. 


The manifesto states that the basis 


of affiliation is a matter that will re- 
quire to be thoroly discussed by every 
union, for upon it depends to a consld 
erable extent the chances of success 
in the achievement of unity between 
the industrial and political 
wings, 


which is essential for the effective 
mobilization of labor power in Aus- 
tralia in the great struggle that is 
looming ahead. 
the manifesto draws attention to the 
fact that "vast changes are taking 
place all over the world, that the eco- 
nomic resources of the bulk of the 
civilized world are in the melting pot, 
and that gigantic concentration of cap- 
ital is taking place in every capital-
